1. On Wednesday, November 22, 2017, at approximately ii:ioAM, Detective Brett Morneau and I 
interviewed N. (D 0 B|^^B) at the Cape and Islands District Attorney’s ofhce 

in Barnstable. The interview was in regards to allegations has made that Kevin Spacey 

Foirder CDOB: hereinafter referred to as SPACEY, sexually assaulted him at the Club 

Car in Nantucket on July 7, 2016, had previously reported the assault via telephone to 

Nantucket Police Officer Kelly on October 31,2016 (see attached). 


2. 



gave us the following account of what transpired between July 7,2016 and July 8, 2016; 


a. was working at the Club Car on Nantucket as a bus boy. He started work at 4PM 
and his shift typically ended around midnight. and the other employees had a staff 
meal before he started busing tables at approximately 5:30PM. It was at the beginning 
of his shift, or maybe in or around the staff meal, when^J learned SPACEY would be 
at the Club Car. SPACEY arrived at approximately 11:30PM when^| was still working, 
had heard he’d arrived and saw SPACEY standing at the bar. SPACEY was with his

said was a Duke graduate. never waited on SPACEY while he 

work attire was very formal so he brought a change of clothes which 


he changed into when his shift ended around midnight. said there might be an 


















electronic time card indicating when he punched out. I ashed about video surveillance 
in the restaurant, butj^l said he didn’t think there was one. 


b. SPACEY and his manager were sitting at a table across from the bar, near the front door, 
spealdng with friend, Nick Uzelak. Nick was the doorman/bouncer of the Club 
Car, but was not working that night. pulled Nick aside to ask Nick to introduce Mm 
to SPACEY since it looked like th^ were hitting it off. Nick said, "I thought I would just 
stop by to say heUo.” Nick told him it wouldn’t be a problem, Nick didn’t believe 
SPACEY took any pictures with people in the C 3 ub Car that night. 


c. thinks it was between 12:00 and 12:30AM when he was introduced to SPACEY. He 
changed up after his shift ended at approximately midnight, spoke to some co-workers, 
and then went over to wliere SPACEY was sitting. SPACEY was sitting at the tables 
across from the bar, but not at the bar itself. Nick introduced them and SPACEY asked 
where^l was from to whichjm responded, “Boston”. SPACEY told^l how' his dog 
is named Boston because he got it in a hospital in Boston after the marathon bombings. 
SPACEY asked how old he was and^| told him he was twenty-three. SPACEY 
asked w^here he went to school to which responded he went to Wake Forest and 

was studying business. was sitting at the table with everyone at that point. 

SPACEY’s manager, Nick and his friend were around in the bar. SPACEY toldjj^l his 
manager could get him a job. spoke to the manager and tried to talk "shop” about 

business, but^| didn’t know much really. said it because he was really only 

18 and had not even started college yet. SPACEY had been at the bar while[|||||| spoke to 
the manager, but came bade to when the conversation ended. 


d. SPACEY asked if he wanted a drink and^^ said, “Yes, a Stella.” The drink buying 

continued throughout the night, im estimated the first drink \-vas prior to 12:30AM 
with the bar being open pretty late and^^ tMnking he was there until i;3oAM. 
said the bar typically closed at 2AM. described that night as busy and crowded. 

said again they were near the front door and then he and SPACEY moved to where 
the piano was. 


e. The drinks continued constantly through the whole night. Things started to get a little 
fuz2y when^l and SPACEY went over to the piano, said he had at least 4 or 5 

beers before SPACEY said they should switch to whiskey adding, “Let’s get drunk.” 
said he and SPACEY had 4 to 5 glasses of whiskey. SPACEY was buying drinks for just 
the two of them, but the manager may have sometimes bought drinks for them, but^| 
thought it was mostly just the two of them. said there were 3 or 4 drinks prior to 
going over to the piano and he wasn’t sure what they were talking about while at the 





























table. At the piano, m said they were doing sing-alongs and SPACEY had his arm 
around said he hadn’t had any drinks before SPACEY bought him the first 

beer. 


f. did say while they were at the table they spoke about his girlfriend and SPACEY 

asked how long they’d been dating. told him 5 months and SPACEY said that was 
nothing. had been texting her and SPACEY told him to stop talking to her. The bar 
was noisy with people talking and the piano playing. SPACEY asked^^l what he was 
packing and^B^ew what he meant due to the context of the conversation they were 
having about^fU girlfriend, told SPACEY he was average and SPACEY told^^ 
his dick was 8 inches long. said he did not know how to respond to that. 


said there wasn’t much else prior to the piano as far as amversation went, said 

he was wearing shorts and a button-down shirt. described the shirt as a red, loose 
button-down shirt. 



1^1 said they had both headed over to the piano together. They were singing along 
together, having a good time. The piano player was one of two guys who play the Club 
Car all summer. said they went to the piano before lAM, maybe 12:4SAM or 

12;5oAM. ^Hsaid he and SPACEY exchanged numbers before they went to the piano. 
SPACEY toldm he would be there for the rest of the week. SPACEY said he was going 
to the brewery and they should exchange numbers so th^ could meet up later. SPACEY 
knew^l worked at the Club Car, said drinks were still coming while they were at 

the piano. remembered the bartenders were Peggy and Dave. felt they knew 
he was there and that he was with SPACEY. 


i. They were mostly just singing at the bar when around lAM they went outside to smoke a 
cigarette. doesn’t usually smoke so SPACEY was the one who brought it up. They 
went to the hack bench behind the Club Car. There SPACEY askedjH if he wanted to 
go back to his house with his friends, told SPACEY he had to work the next day and 

he had to get home because he was staying with his grandma, said he didn’t want to 
go back to SPACEYs beiause the request seemed weird based on SPACEY's earlier 
comment about his dick. said he saw that comment as a red flag and did not want 

to go back to SPACEYs house. SPACEY pressed on going over his house and said a 
ride home wouldn’t be a problem, they would get him a taxi or Uber. SPACEY told^l 
he could have that picture he wanted- It all seemed like a come-on to^^ He thought 
Kevin SPACEY was gay and trying to get him back to his house. 





















j. They finished smoking the cigarette outside and they went back inside to the piano. 
was uncomfortable when they were inside. only lingered around because he wanted 
a picture with SPACEY, something for Instagram. SPACEY had told him if you come 
back with me, I will take a picture with you. [^1 had asked earlier, but SPACEY had 
said no because then he’d have to take pieties with everyone. SPACEY did sign his 
autograph o n a tom menu for^B and autograph said, ‘*Your turn at 

drinks” and said “Always Smiles”. SPACEY signed the autographs in the area of 

the piano, before they went outside. 


k. thinks they were outside smoking a cigarette for about lo to 15 minutes. SPACEY 

was persistent in trying to get^B back to his house. 


1 . When they went back to the piano, it was still very crowded. SPACEY was standing in 
front of^l to right. SPACEY used his left hand and started rubbing 
thigh. SPACEY worked his 'way up to^^l zipper. said this happened quickly, 

SPACEY unzipped his pants. wasn't sure if SPACEY went into bis pants through 
the open zipper, but over^H pants and boxer shorts, putting his hand on[^^| penis. 

described it as a sexual manner. was asked to expound upon that and he 
described SPACEY to be rubbing his dick. didn’t know what to do. He didn’t want 

to get in trouble at work or get his work in trouble. He knows he’s only 18, he's not 
supposed to be drinking, and he’s not supposed to be drinking at his work. While 
SPACEY is touching his penis, was texting and snapchatting. thinks the 

touching went on for about 3 minutes. SPACEY goes back and forth, in and out of his 
pants several times, more than two to three times, but closer to several times. SPACEY 
continued the touching through the top pants. He didn’t go in through the fly. 


m. SPACEY didn’t say anything before he touched^| or during the touching or after the 
touching. didn’t say anjrthing to SPACEY either. could’ve moved away, but it 
was crowded. didn’t get an erection and he said he wasn’t gay, described it as 
SPACEY trying to jack him off, the way SPACEY w'as playing with his dick, but^f 
wasn’t erect m tried to shift away with his body and move SPACEYs hands away with 
his hands, but SPACEY kept reaching down his pants. 


n. said his girlfriend did not believe him so that’s when he snapehatted the video. The 
\ideo is one of the last times SPACEY touched him, said he had his phone in his left 
hand and he may have had a glass of whiskey in his right hand. SPACEY then stopped 
and left to go to the bathroom. couldn’t remember if he approached a woman or if 

a woman approached him, hut she saw he was in distress. told her he thought 
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Kevin SPACEY is tiying to rape him. She told him to go s o he di d. went out the 

back door and ran up Main Street until he got home to 26 ^^^treet. 


o. was shown the video he said was of SPACEY touching him and^| was wearing a 
blue shirt. said that was right, it was a blue shirt. SPACEY was wearing a ball cap, a 
grey, tweed blazer and pants. 


p. While he was on his way home—about half way up Main Street—received a text 
from SPACEY saying, “I think we lost ea ch other". did not res pond to the text. 

got home and woke up his sister, to tell her what happened. ^^|then called 
their mo m. His parents were home in Dover, bnt^^f mother came to the island the 
next day. ^^|told^H he woke up around 4AM and started pacing around the room. 


q. said the whole thing was embarrassing and has not had a “profound emotional 
effect” on him. told his friends about it and he makes jokes about it because that’s 
, his way, called the police because he doesn’t want what happened to him to happen 
to anyone else. 


3. At the end of the interview, said he still went to work the next day, but told the owner, Joe, 
what happened because he wanted to leave if Kevin SPACEY came back. According to^^ Joe 
asked him if it was his first time being hit on by a guy. said his mother told him that day to 
call the police, but^| did not want to get anyone at the bar in trouble. described the 
woman who told him to leave as in her 30’s or 40’s, pretty, possibly blonde, but he’d never seen 
her before. 1 asked if he’d been drunk before and^| said he’d been drunk a lot and has 

blacked out before. said his senior year was very good. I asked^^ if he blacked out that 
night audm said not at the restaurant, but he didn’t remember pacing around like his sister 
said. I asked if he made it home safely and^| said he did, but he was definitely hungover the 
next day before he went to work at 4PM. 


4. The interview concluded at 1:02PM.
